Long-Awaited Road Due 


But Shamrock Park Up In Arms

A standing-room-only crowd was on hand yesterday morning as the Collin 
County Commissioners Court took the first step toward providing a long-awaited 
farm-to-market road from Culleoka to controversial Tickey Creek Park. 
Residents in the Tickey Creek area have fought for more than three years for 
some relief to poor road conditions. Although their problems were on their way to 
being solved at the Monday meeting, homeowners in another rural area— 
Shamrock Park—seemed ready to begin a fight for road improvements. 
James Huffman and Fred Simmons, representing the State Dept, of Highways 
and Public Transportation, presented the right-of-way map for the proposed FM 
3364 to the commissioners. The map shows 36 parcels of property which must be 
acquired for the road construction to begin. 
Three families will be displaced because of the right-of-way, and Simmons 
outlined procedures for the displacement and for payment of fair market value 
prices to property owners. 
Federal, state and county funds will be used in the project, which should be 
completed in the spring or summer of next year. 
A number of the right-of-way land holders were in the audience at the Com­ 
missioners Court meeting but none expressed any opposition to the project. 
Several persons did say they were concerned about what could be done about the 
road in the meantime and asked how to speed construction of FM 3364. 
“This has been a long-awaited project and I know that people who live there 
and have had to use the (poor)road have been looking forward to it for some 
time,” noted County Judge Nathan E. White Jr. “But the only thing to really 
speed the project up is quick acquisition of right-of-way .” 
When discussion on the new Tickey Creek Park road was completed, several 
members of the audience began speaking out about roads in nearby Shamrock 
Park. 
About half of the large crowd was made up of homeowners in Shamrock Park 
, who complained of being literally “stuck in the mud” in their part of the county. 
Shamrock Park resident Naomi Fugett led the sometimes irate discussion of 
the road conditions as a television cameraman from WFAA-TV filmed and 
recorded her statements. 
“All we want is to get in and get out on our roads,” Mrs. Fugett said. “Some of 
us are even willing to pay to have the road fixed.” She added that she and her 
husband were both ill recently and could not get to the doctor because the road 


was impassable. 
“There are people making a living out there pulling us out of the mud,” com­ 
mented another resident, Jack Houser. “The roads tear your car up, tear your 
clothes up and ruin the inside of your house.” 
Precinct Two Commissioner Bay Sellers claimed responsibly for the roads in 
his area and Judge White explained that “funds are just not available” to give 
the Shamrock Park residents any relief. He said there was “no way to attack 
those problems” and Sellers added that money was not budgeted to meet the 
needs of Shamrock Park. 
“You mean to tell me it’s too expensive just to run a grader?” Jack Houser 
interjected. 
An unidentified Shamrock Park homeowner said that before Commissioners 
Court elections in 1976, “they graded the road once every two weeks. After the 
election it was two months before it got graded.” 
“I know of 17 cars that got stuck in the road the last time it rained,” the woman 
added. “If a school bus loses control and children get hurt, who will take the 
responsibility?” 
Other residents claimed that delivery trucks and repair vehicles were unable 
to get to their homes during rainy weather and that rescue vehicles were also 
impaired. One lady noted that an injured man was forced to wait an hour in his 
car before an ambulance could get through. 
The Commissioners Court’s defense was that even though $1 million is 
budgeted for road maintenance, each precinct has only $250,000 to take care of 
many miles of road. 
“The problem is that if we put in a (more expensive) black top road, we’re 
doing that at the expense of white rock on other roads,” Judge White said. 
Shamrock Park residents explained that they were willing to accept sub­ 
standard roads as long as they could drive their vehicles without spinning out of 
control or getting stuck in mud. 
“Just put rock on the road so we can get out when we’re ill,” said Naomi 
Fugett. 
Commissioner Sellers promised to look into the problem and to meet with 
Shamrock Park homeowners later this week. 
“I do hope that people will go away from here with the feeling that something 
good and not just something bad has happened,” Judge White said after the 
meeting. “The farm-to-market road for Tickey Creek is finally moving along.”

Taxpayers

required to keep any par­ 
ticular type of records, but 
they must retain all receipts, 
cancelled checks, bills, and 
other written documents to 
provide their expense. 
These records must be 
kept for at least three years 
from the date that the return 


was due or filed, or two 
years from the date that the 
tax was paid, whichever 
occurs later. 


Some records should be 
kept even longer, the IRS 
advised, such as property 
records which should be 
retained as long as they are 
useful in determining the 
basis of the original or 
replacement property. In 
addition, copies of past tax 
returns can help the tax­ 
payer

future 
returns.

How to stop 
a nosebleed 


DEAR DR. LAMB - What 
does one do to stop a 
nosebleed? It’s very dry in our 
office and I find that I ’m get­ 
ting nosebleeds more often, 
especially in the winter. I 
know you have to apply 
pressure to the side of the 
nostril and pinch the bridge of 
the nose hard, but do you put 
your head forward or back? I 
don’t like the blood flowing 
down my throat, so I would 
appreciate it if you could help 
me. Maybe a lot of people 
would like to know the correct 
way to treat a nosebleed. 
D E A R R E A D E R - It 
makes a lot of difference 
whether the nosebleed is caus­ 
ed from getting hit in the nose 
with a baseball or from a rup­ 
tured blood vessel from high 
blood pressure. 
For the garden variety of 
nosebleeds the soft tip of the 
nose should be pinched shut on 
both sides and held that way 
for 15 to 20 minutes. 
You’ll do better sitting up 
and you can lean forward a bit 
to help prevent blood from 
flowing down your throat. 
However, when the tip of the 
nose is closed and the nose 
fills with blood it will flow out 
the back of the nose down the 
throat regardless of how you 
hold your head. 
And don’t blow your nose for 
at least several hours after it 
has stopped bleeding. 
You may need to pack the 
front of the nose with gauze. 
Leave the end of the gauze 
strip sticking out the end of 
the nose so it can be easily 
removed. 
It does not do any good to 
pinch the bridge of the nose. 
The hard bony structure can­ 
not be squeezed down to shut 
off a bleeder. 
If you can’t control the 
bleeding you will need to see a 
doctor. Bleeding from the 
back of the nose sometimes 
requires a post nasal pack 
that the doctor will have to 
put in place. 
Areas of blood vessels at the 


surface inside the nose that 
tend to bleed repeatedly can 
sometimes be cauterized and 
hence removed. 
One of the most common 
causes for nosebleeds is a dry 
lining of the nose. I suspect 
that is your problem. This also 
leads to “ nose picking” which 
in turn leads to bleeding. A 
good trick for people with a 
dry nasal lining is to lubricate 
the inside of the nose. Just 
take a small cotton swab and 
put a little petroleum jelly on 
it Now apply the jelly all over 
the inside of the nose. Let it 
stay there a while before you 
blow your nose. The lubricant 
will soften the lining and pre­ 
vent drying. This procedure 
done every day may solve a 
dry nose problem and prevent 
recurrent nosebleeds. 
Incidentally, bleeding from 
the back of the nose that re­ 
quires a post nasal pack is 
relatively serious, associated 
with a four to five per cent 
death rate. The pack itself 
may be part of the problem. 
Drs. Anthony J. Geroulis and 
William J. Powell of the 
University of Chicago have 
had good success in tying off 
an artery to that area (inter­ 
nal maxillary artery) with no 
deaths or complications in 
more than 29 patients.

1. Keep heating equipment at top operating 
efficiency.

It really rem oves the scuff m arks. Next wipe off with a wet 
cloth and then rub dry. Most cases do not require hard rub­ 
bing, but if they do and the shine is removed, I rub on some 
petroleum jelly to bring back the shine. — NANCY. 
DEAR POLLY — During the past months I have worked at 
several bazaars and have wished so many tim es that people 
would carry those personalized stickers (with nam e and ad­ 
dress) with them . They could use them when taking chances 
that necessitate the writing of the nam e and address. Often 
one has to do this many tim es. Ju st adding the phone num ber 
is no problem. This would save tim e for the purchaser and 
keep the sellers’ tables from becoming so crowded. I use my 
own stickers for this purpose, for signing up for door prizes in

Baylor or Texas Tech, but 
Rice and SMU appear to 
have some isolated victories 
while TOU and Arkansas 
could be shut out among the 
leading candidates in the 
state. 
And. although the South­
